Experience in other cities has 
shown that is is extremely diffi- 
cult to operate a politics-free bus 
system for any length of time. 

“It is our belief that a metro- 
politan authority, completely di- 
vorced from both City Hall and 
county courthouse, stands a much 
better chance of operating on an 
efficient, patronage-free basis. 

“Fina we deplore the haste 
of Mayor Darst’s decision.

Producers, Inc., of New York City, 
a trade association. It was accused 
of assisting the three big soap 
firms “in achieving and maintain- 
ing their restraints and monapoll- 
zation.” 

The’ suit alleged that Procter, 
Colgate and Lever together get 
at least 75 per cent of the national 
sales of household soap and that 
they handle about 90 per cent of 
the newer household detergent 
business, developed in recent 
years. 

The Justice. Department said 
that the soap and detergent busi- 
ness last year amounted to about 
$710,000,000.

“I would rather the court had 
said, ‘segregation is bad; let the 
Negro children go to the white 
schools’.” 

‘Shunting Negro Children.’ 

As it stands, the result will be 
“shunting Negro children back 
and forth.”

Jus- 
tice Reed asked, and Young 

reed. 

“Has this litigation had any ef- 
fect on other students?” asked 
Justice Frankfurter. 

“As a matter of fact, that is 
the reason I am here now—be- 
cause of the terrific impact of 
this decision on the rest of the 
state,” , Young replied. 


He agreed also when Justice 
Frankfurter remarked that each 
case, on this basis, would involve 
a separate assessment of school 
facilities.

20. In this field there should be 
no shortage of ideas. For it has 
become clear to almost everyone 
closely connected with NATO that 
the alliance is not working as well 
as it should or could. 

This is not the fault of any one 
nation or. group of nations in 
NATO. There is no reason why 
NATO should be working perfect- 
ly. The 14 nations that make up 
the alliance are undertaking a 
merger of their military, econom- 
ic, political and social resources 
in a fashion never before _— 
of in peacetime. 


Thinking of Change in US. 


It is no secret that some of 
the Europeans are a little nervous 
about what. Ejsenhower will do 
about NATO when he is in the 
White House. At the same time, 
however, these same Europeans 
recognize that Eisenhower’s pres- 
ence atthe head of a new adminis- 
tration offers all sorts of oppor- 
tunities for improvements in 
NATO. 

The odds are that. Eisenhower 
will be able to ey: much more out 
of Congress than the Truman ad- 
ministration has been able to get.

For three years not a word has 
been heard of Noel Field, formér 
State Department official and 
European relief worker who went 
to Czechoslovakia in May .1949 
and dropped out of sight. His 
brother and his wife subsequently 
disappeared when they followed 
him. to Prague. 

However, with the recent 
Czech spy trials, an explanation 
gradually unfolds. It boils down 
to this: Moscow had to get Noel 
Field out ef the way before it 
brought charges against the al- 
leged traitors in Czechoslovakia 
and’ Hungary. Otherwise, had he 
been free in the west, he would 
have denied the evidence. Con- 
sequently, he was enticed inte 
Czechoslovakia and arrested four 
months before the first trial 
began. 

For many of the Communists. 
on trial were Field’s friends. He 
had known them during the war 
when they were refugees in west- 
ern Europe and when he was 
Helping them as a relief worker 
for the Unitarian service commit- 


tee. 

After the war ended, Field was 
given the job of arranging for the 
Communist refugees to return to 
their countries. And since he was 
an American, and the United 
States Army. controlled much of 
the transportation, he was a man 
who could get military passes, 
travel orders, etc. 

The Communist exiles whom 
Field befriended went back to 
eastern Europe to become big 


governments. They became the 
leaders of their countries. They 
were 100 per: cent Communists, 
but they were not Russian Com-. 
munists. And to many of them, | 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
rather than Russia, came first. 

Therefore, when Moscow began 
to call on the satellite ‘countries 
for more military support, more 
wheat, more supplies, many of 
these leaders chafed. They 
watched the example. of .Tito who 
threw off the yoke of Moscow, 
and secretly wondered if they 
should not do likewise. 

Moscow, meanwhile, was de- 
pressing satellite economy to the 
same low level as Russia's; simul- 
taneously byilding up Russian 
economy at Satellite expense. The 
more this happened, the more 
Titoism spread. 

That is the chief reason for the 
trials of Slansky and Clementis 
in Czechoslovakia and = Foreign 
Minister Rjak in Hungary. 

Rjak was the first to be tried 
in August, 1949, on the charge, 
among other things, of conspiring 
with the American “spy” Noel 
Field. Before that charge was 
made, the Kremlin ,knew that 
Field had to. be put ‘away.

These studies indicate that im- 
proved Russian air defenses are 
beginning to neutralize our stra- 
tegic air strength.

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The Test for Transit Service 

Greater St. Louis now seems assured of a 
project for a metropolitan transit authority. The 
St. Louis County Election Board has completed 
its count of signatures on petitions for a board 
of freeholders to develop such a plan. City peti- 
tions already had been checked. 

Meanwhile City Counselor James E. Crowe is 


leading the defense of the rival plan for a purely — 


city-owned transit system. Mr. Crowe questions 
the financial soundness of a metropolitan author- 
ity. He says the city has more transit riders than 
the county and “it should be apparent you can- 
not serve an area of a 15-mile radius as you can 
one of only five miles.” ; 

This may be true, but if so it is also true 
that you cannot serve an area of a five-mile 
radius as you can serve one of only two miles. 
That would be as uneconomical, from the stand- 
point of a healthy community, as a transit system 
extending to the remotest ends of the county. 
Nobody is proposing either. 

The main reason for organizing transit on a 
metropolitan rather than a city basis is that the 
community which it serves is a metropolitan 
rather than a city community. 

The first test for transit ought to be the need 
for service. After all, transit is a‘public utility 
under any kind of ownership. It ought to go 
where there is a reasonable demand for it and 
ability to pay for it. And both city and county 
would prosper with better transportation. 

A metropolitan transit system could look-fair- 
ly at both ends of the transit system. Surely it 
would be better fitted than a purely city agency 
to determine the needs for metropolitan trans- 
portation, 
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Market Street’s Character 
Alderman A. J. Cervantes stitl insists that the 
name of Market street should be changed. In a 
letter to Charles Van Ravenswaay, director of 
the Missouri Historical Society, who is against 
touching a hair of Market street’s head, the Al- 
derman says: 

The name Market is not only drab but is 
thought of as a street where out of town 
derelicts and panhandlers monopolize the 
sidewalks, where flophouses and bawdy tav- 
erns are at a maximum, and in general it 
does not portray any richness of thought. 
The’ Alderman showed his own richness of 

thought by delicately suggesting that the only 
derelicts on Market street are from out of town, 
But does he really think that changing the name 
would change the street? Has he not considered 
how much worse it would be to have flophouses 
and bawdy taverns on a street with a lovely 
name like Roosevelt drive? 
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Adenauer Maneuvers in Bonn 

The legalistic maneuvering attendant on Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s attempt to win par- 
liamentary approval for the German rearmament 
agreement cannot help being disturbing. It raises 
too many possibilities of future challenges as to 
the propriety of the methods employed. Perhaps 
the legality of the agreement itself may some 
day be brought into question. 

Adenauer’s latest move is the withdrawal of a 
constitutional test case filed with the full West 
German Supreme Court last Jume by President 
Theodor Heuss. The Chancellor feared the 
court might hold that the contract can be rati- 
fied only by a two-thirds majority of the parlia- 
ment,.a majority bigger than the one he hopes 
to command. 

Instead, Adenauer has filed a new test case 
with a division of the court. The members. of 
this “black” bench are known to share the Chan- 
cellor’s political views, and they are expected to 
put no difficulties in the way of ratification of 
the treaty on which Adenauer has staked his 
political power. ’

The Police Board’s 
procedure tended to make each officer appear 
to be a bribe-giver until he had declared his 
innocence. 

Charles P. Orchard, the newest board mem- 
ber, declared the inquiry was “stupid” and re- 
fused to have anything further to do with it. He 
was right; not only was the hearing unjust, but 
by its very nature it could prove absolutely 
nothing. 

If President Ostertag or any other board 
member has evidence that promotions have ‘been 
bought or sold, he ought to turn it over to the 
grand jury. This is the same jury which, at Mr. 
Ostertag’s own earlier suggestion, decided to 
look into the matter, and it is the proper body 


_ to make such an inquiry. Mr. Ostertag and his

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Bowl Business Is Big Business 

Before Tong, a dozen or so college football 
teams will go a-bowling, for glory and profit. 
The glory of playing on New Year’s day is hard 
to assess, but the profit is virtually predictable. 

The Associated Press reports that five South- 
eastern Conference teams stand to pick up $580,- 
000 by playing in the Cotton, Sugar, Orange and 
‘Gator bowls. This conference is especially popu- 
lar with bowl promoters this year because some 
other conferences and independent schools have 
forbidden bowl play. 

Last year, the Sugar bowl teams each got 
about $126,000. The take from the Cotton bowl 
was $125,000; from the Orange, $110,000. The 
figures probably will be higher this year; and 
television will add to the receipts. : 

From these gross receipts the teams will have 
to give their conference a 25 per cent cut, and 
pay their expenses. But a lot of gravy is left in 
the bowls. They may have no educational value, 
and it may be an insult to the educational

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Must We Wait for Washington? 

Following disclosures by the Post-Dispatch 
last year, the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has established pay-offs by the construction in- 
dustry to labor racketeers in this area. 

United States Attorney George L. Robertson 
has announced, that he has knowledge of the 
payoffs, and that he has sent a report on the 
FBI findings to the Department. of Justice in 
Washington. 

There is a question in his mind whether he 
can take the information to a grand jury under 
the federal anti-racketeering law since the Gov- 
ernment has jurisdiction only in matters extend- 
ing beyond state lines. He is asking Washington. 
for counsel on this point. 

But no such possible barrier stands in the way 
of city and county authorities. The shake-down 


rackets were operated within their purview. And ° 


if the FBI was able to gain knowledge of them, 
the local authorities ought to be able to do like- 
wise. They are really free to clean up the mess. 

The Post-Dispatch published accounts of pay- 
off demands in the summer of 1951, a year and 
a half ago. We hope that the féderal authorities 
will be able to move in on at least some of these 
cases, But it would be disillusioning indeed if 
the community could obtain relief only by fed- 
eral action. 

‘The plain fact is that, yo matter to what ex- 
tent violations of federal law also may be in- 
volved, these rackets have been offenses against 
the local community and are subject to local 
prosecution. 


TV Gains a Point 

Should radio and television be allowed to re- 
port congressional committee hearings? Prac- 
tically, there have been two answers, The Sen- 
ate permits each of its committees to decide 
the question for itself. But in the House, under 
‘Speaker Rayburn, hearings were closed to 
microphone and camera. 

Representative Martin of Massachusetts, who 
will be Speaker in the Republican-controlled 
House, is going to change all that. He says that 
the new House will follow the Senate’s prac- 
tice and leave the decision up to the individual 
committees. 

This will be a gain. Television and radio, it 
seems to us, have as much right to report the 
news from a public hearing as the individual 
newspaper man. The committees are handling 
the people’s businéss and the people have a 
right to be informed. . ' 

Television’s unique ability in this respect was 
illustrated in the Kefauver crime hearings. 
Granted that the concentration of cameras and 
microphones sometimes made witnesses mighty 
uncomfortable. But is it any more comforting 
for a witness to know his statement will be 
permanently recorded in that day’s newspaper? 
With constant care to safeguard the rights of 
witnesses, televised committee hearings can con- 
tribute much to public education in government

Three million Jews lived in Russia and 
Eastern Europe at the war’s end. None 
were allowed out of Russia. But from the 
satellite nations the Zionist organizations 
and later the government of Israel were 
able to rescue many thousands of Jews. 


The new state of Israel welcomed these 
emigrants despite desperate shortages of 
housing, clothing and all consumer goods. 
Today it offers hardship but safe haven 
after lives of unendurable suffering. But 
in the satellites alone, 600,000 Jews remain. 


They remain, perhaps as hostages. So 
Ben-Gurion, analyzing the Prague trials, 
confessed: “I would be happy to be sure 
that the entire matter d end with 
this trial, but I am afraid that it will lead 
to something tragic and awful.” 

In these trials, which follow the stan- 
dard operating procedure of the Soviet 
purges in every other respect, anti-Semit- 
ism breaks th 
Communism. The procedure has aiways

‘These mobsters are 
certainly not going to give up 
these lush rackets without a 
fight,” he’ added, «referring to or- 
ganized pilfering, shakedowns, ex- 
tortion, loan sharking and other 
evils disclosed by the state com- 
mission in its hearings. 


The shot into the home of Cuer- 
vo, who has been associated with 
the Xavier labor scheal in fight- 
ing waterfront.crime, added a grim 
note of reality to the crime com- 
missions’ hearings, which will re- 
sume Monday. 


Cuervo told a reporter in a 
telephone conversation last week 
that: “Men have died on the wa- 
terfront because they have op- 
posed certain groups of rack- 
eteers.”

* Three locat unions representing 
1500 city employes have been

The locals, representing Park, 
Health and Streets & Sewers de- 
partment employes, have formed 
their own co-operative group and 
employed their own business 
agent, the Post-Dispatgh was told. 

The international union, with 
headquarters at Madison, Wis., in- 
stituted legal action requiring of- 
ficers of the suspended locals to 
produce all records and charters 
in circuit court. A hearing on the 
international union’s petition was 
schedujed today, but was contin- 
ued until next Thursday. 

Robert Levy, president of the 
Health Department local, said that 
last October he filed complaints 
with the international on behalf 
of hif unit and the two other Jo- 
cals protesting against action of 
the’ Missouri Council: in ‘increas- 
ing Zagol’s salary $50 a month, to 
$550, without local consent. Levy, 
who: presented the complaint at 
Madison, said members he spoke 
for contended they had not been 
adequately represented in griev- 
ances by Zagol. Five other locals 
of municipal employes were not 
involved in the dispute. 

John Mercurio, who was Zagol’s 
assistant, was hired as business 
agent by the co-operative group 
at a salary of $460 a month, Levy 
said.

Resolution Adopted by Tele- 
communications Union Has 
No Teeth, However. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 11 (AP) 
—The International Telecommu- 
nications Union, which represents 
82 countries and colonies, yester- 
day overwhelmingly approved a 
resolution indorsing the principle 
of “unrestricted” flow of news 
throughout the world. 


The vote was 49 to 11, with nine 
abstentions. 

The resolution is merely a rec- 
ommendation, without teeth or 
enforcement machinery. It does 
not change agreements which are 
in force permitting any country 
to apply censorship on dispatches 
believed to threaten its security. 
Russia and its satellites fought 
the resolution during more than 
four hours’ debate, and a series of 
crippling amendments offered by 
the Russian delegation were de- 
feated.

BATTLE EFFECTS REPORTED

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
The stress of heavy combat fight- 
ing produces in many soldiers the 
same physical conditions found 
in persons suffering from diabetes, 
says a team of Army scientists. 

Tests conducted under fire in 
Korea by a 13-member group di- 
rected by Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity under Army contract were re- 
ported yesterday. Although find- 
ings were said to be tentative, the 
report added they were signifi- 
cant. 

After heavy combat, troops were 
said to be severely dehydrated, 
the sugar content in their blood 
approached that found in dia- 
betics, and there was a marked 
deficiency of certain blood cells 
such as found in patients with 
severe burns or infections.

Syming- 
ton also won his seat by the 
largest majority. 

Symington, a Democrat, de- 
feated United States Senator 
James P. Kem of Kansas City, 
Republican. Symington’s vote was 
1,008,521, a majority of 150,351 
over Kem’s total. 

In the balloting for President 
in Missouri, as announced earlier, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower received 
959,429 votes to 929,830 for Adiai 
E. Stevenson, Democrat. Thus 
Eisenhower’s majority over Stev- 
enson was 29,599. 

A new voting record for Mis- 
souri was set in the balloting for 
President. In all, 1,892,062 votes 
were cast for the presidential 


‘candidates, including nominees of 


small parties. 

In the race for Governor, Phil 
M. Donnelly, Democrat, received 
983,169 votes to 886,270 for How- 
ard Elliott. Donnelly’s majority 
was 96,899.

Age of Readiness

T HE idea that children of the same age should be ready, 


able and eager to do the same work, learn at the same 

rate, enjoy the same program, is held by many people. 
But there could be nothing more distressing than its influence 
on children’s lives and teachers’ labors. 

No two children are alike in their rate of growth, in their 
abilities, their tastes and preferences. For example, no two 
6-year-olds have the same ability or the same attitude toward 
reading. One child romps through the primer and asks for 
more, while his next bench mate sits gazing sadly from his 
open book, wishing the floor would open up and swallow him. 
One 6-year-old will do well with writing, while another of the 
same age succeeds only in scribbling that grieves the teacher. 

x * * 

TEACHERS AND PARENTS must accept these conditions 
because they are inherent in all children. It is for us to lift 
them up from where they stand and not expect the impossible. 

In short, we must study each child to find out where he 
stands in the span of growth he has entered upon. Are his 
eyes ready for reading? Is his hearing for word sounds de- 
veloped healthily? Can he listen to a story? Repeat one? 
These are important factors in a child’s readiness for reading. 
All 6-year-olds are not ready to learn at the same time. We 
must time the teaching to their readiness.

AS FOR WRITING many 6-year-old children have not 
developed the power of the accessory muscles used for writing. 
Cursive writing is almost impossible for such children and be- 
cause of that the manuscript letters have been substituted. 
Even then some are not yet ready. They must not be forced.

The wise parent or teacher will not try to teach a child 
before his mind and body are jin order for the teaching. All 
teaching must be timed to readiness.
